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1 . Situation, Boundary, Area, Population, Revenue and 
Tribute — As mentioned m previous Reports, the State of Bharatpur Ims 
i.i the N orth- r asr. u£ tajpnian^, hetween latitudes 4.'i" and 27° dU*' and 
longitu<^es 7(5°o4"an<l 77°i8", the extreme length and breadth being 76 and 
48 miles, respectively, 

'ihe State is divided North and South, almost in two equal parts by 
the narrow gauge line of the Itajputona-^iMalwa Kailwa , which jjasses East 
anil West in a straight line. The Aagua-Miittra- Railway, a bicad gauge 
section of the B.B. & C.L Railway including the Rayana-Agra Railway, 
crosses the Narrow giuge at dharatpur and mas for about 08| miles in the 
Bfatc territory. The •'tate is bounded on the North by the Gurgaou Dis- 
trict of the Punjab, on the West by Alwar, on tlie South-West by Jaipur, 
Karauli and Dholpur and on the East by the Agra and Muttra .'istricts of 
the United Provinces, The General aspect of the State is that of an im- 
mense alluvial plain, fairly well wood<"d and cuRivated, with detached hills 
in the North and hdlji^ aud broken districts in the South and low ranges on 
the parts of the West' rn and North Eastern Frontiers. The State covtrs 
an area of about 1,933 square miles with a population 4,96,437 souls, 
according to the Census of 1921. 

The annual gross revenue of the State, calculated on the average of 
the past three years, is Us. 31,84,463. It is exclusive of the Deorhi Tehsil, 
the inc uno of which about Ukhs, is alinosr, solely assigned for the Palace 
expenses. The State pajs no tribute to the British Government or to any 
other .'tate. 

2 . His Highnessthe Maharaja Sahib’s name, title and health.- 

The present Ruler of the State is Lieutenant-Colonel His Highness Maharaja 
Shri Vrijeiilra ■'awai KisKen Singh Sahib B.diadur, Bahadur Jang, a Sin- 
sinwar Jatby caste. Me was born on the 4tii October 1899. His Highness 
was blessedwith a second son {^lahar.ij kumar) on the 23rd December 1920. 

His Highness enjoyed excellent health during the year. 

3. His Highness the Maharaja’s relations — The Ruler of 
Bharatpur is related to His Highness the Maharaja of Patiala, His High- 
ness the Mahar ij ihina of Dlu Ipur and His Higluiess Maharaja of Faridkot. 

4. Principal events.- -(i*. In view of the ser'^ices rend-^red by 
the State during the Great War, His Imperial Majesty the King Emperor 
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of India -^as graciously pleased to pcrmaiiently increase the number of local 
salutes to His Highntiss tlie Maharaja Oahib Bahadur, BahadurJaug Irom 17 
to !!) guns, vide Extraordinary Gazette of India, dated the 1st January 
ItiJi. H s Higiaiess was also promoted from th’ Honorary rank of M 'jor 
to the rank o: Lieut. • oloiiel in tlie Indian Army, vide London Gaze te 
dated the 21th Omober 192 L. 

(it) His Excellencj' Lord Chelmsford, Viceroy and Governor General 
of India, paid a private visit to Bhnratpnr on the lltli December 1920, 
arriving b^' Special train at 9 A JI. and leaving t le same uiglit at .0 B. M,, 
after taking part iu the Duck Shoot at the famous Keola Deo Jhil.

(vin) IDs Ilighnoss has been ))h'nscd to make an endowment of 
rupees tliree lacs to the agnc;i!tun-.tsof the Bharatpur St.ate tor the construc- 
tion of irrig -tlou webs. The sum of three lakhs ha.s been set aside and 
forms a srprr.ite Fund known ns the “Irrlmitlon wcHs Fund”. Grants are 
made out of this Fuud to the needy Zemindars and cultivators. Advances 
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are also trade from the State Treasnrs* for Tvells on tlie taccavi £ 3 'stem as 
hitherto. 

(ia-) In Aucnst 1921, His Highness the Maharaja Sahib Rahadur^ 
Bahai lur Jang, vas pleased to promote '^'ol. Dhau Hakshi Girdhar Singh 
Sahib, Military Secretary to His. Highness, t > the post of Military Member 
of the >tate Conned and Inspector-G neral of Bharatpnr Army and Police, 
and Major Knnwar Balbir Singh was appointed as Military ^ec^etary to 
His Highness in his place. 

(x'> An Aviation .Acadomj'' has been established in the State, with 
effect from the l«t Nov-'mber 1921, as a '^tate Department, for the purpose 
of training can lidates iu Aviation and incidentally to make an Aerial 
Force in the State. 

(.vi) A general reorganization of the State Army, as suggested by 
the Inspector-General, Imperial Service Troops, was taken in hand and 
completed during the year, the n'*nieuclature of almost all the Uu'ts having 
been changed. Army Head quarters with several staff officers an I the 
Adjutant and the Qiicarter-Master-General’s Branches were established, with 
the Military Member as Inspector General of Army and Police at their 
head with a separate Military Secretary to His Highness. 

5. Shri Jeswant Cattle Pair and >how.-- As last year, this 
fair was held in the Dasehra week froin 7th till llth October 1921, 
successfully and the export of bulls, calves etc. ourchased in this Fair was 
allowed. 19,767 heads of cattle were registered in the Fair as against 
35,o6S recorded in the previous year, out of which 13,097, were sold as 
below: —

The di-crease in the number of cattle this 3 'enr is due to the fact that 
a sufficient hirge number of cattle w.is air- ady exported Last year sind the 
cattle owners did not like to export any tttore cattle. .Moreover on account 
of expectiitions of early rains, the cultivators did not bring cattle for sale 
and remained on their fields.

Palace Member of Bharatpur State r ouucil. Lt.-Col. (Jirdliar Singh 
Sardar Bahadur, C.I.E , woiked as rtecrelary during the year under report. 

The Board devoted itself fully to the carrying out of the objects as 
laid down by the Central Indian Soldiers’ Board, '•iiula. 

lu times of hard work the Board in addidon to the efforts of the 
Revenue au'horities of tiie State formed a Standing Mtb Committee to see 
that in the matter of relief distribution interests of soldiers and their fami- 
lies were properly looked. 

The Hoard h Id 11 Meetings in the Council Hall and important ques- 
tions regarding the grant of Post Belluna Relief were disposed of. 

Tile Secretary of the Rajputana Soldiers’ Board inspected the Local 
Board’s certain papers regarding Relief Distribution in January 1921, and 
expressed his satisfaction at the work hitherto done 

Post Vellum Relie' Distribution : — The distribution of Post Bellum 
Relief to the families of deceased Soldiers and to the retired soldinrs and 
Officers of the Imperial Service Troops Bharatpur, iu receipt of wound and 
injury pensions of the 1st and 2nd degrees, was terminated successfully in 
the month of April 1 921 An amount of Rs. 10,900 was distributed by 
the Board to 83 deserving cases ot both kinds. The l>elief, distributions 
taken up in hand last year were terminated and the balance of Rs. 1,076-12-10, 
was returned to the authorities. 

In addition to the above such of the grants and donations as received 
from the authorities for payment to heirs of certain Soldiers were duly paid. 

Erec’ion of the War Comm-moration Talcts . — The Board after 
exhaustive enquirins from the Revenue Authoriti' s, from the late Recruiting 
Board and from the Liiperial Service Troops selected Bharatpur, Dig, 
B.ayaua, and Kumher as suit-ible sites for the erection of such Tablets. 
Eiic'.i Tablet was proposed to Be in-cribed with the total number of recruits 
sent by ihe Slate luring the Great War in 1914-1919, aud the names of the 
important villages of each Tehsil .sending as large numbers. The proposal 
hanng met with the .approval of ihe Darbar a reply was .accordingly sent 
to the. Secretary Rajput ma Soldiers’ Board. The T: tablets alloted to the 
Bharatpur State are under preparation at the School of Arts, Jaipur. 
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The Dtirhar have further a£n'eefl to incur extra expenditure for the cost 
of inscription of their above approved text on the Tablets. 

These 4 Tablets will be erected on suitable sites on the above places 
when received. 

The B ear 'l has nearls' completed its work but has still to devote 
itself to any futher functions which the Central lloaid may hereafter 
prescribe. 

When the functions of the Board in connection with the Post Eellum 
Belief distribution and other imp'>rtant matters expanded on a consider- 
able scale, it was found that the Secrmary of the Board could not diselia''ge 
them properly, .^ccrdingly f'andit Br-j Daj-al ril arnia B A., [lead tllerk, 
Kevenne and Palace Member, w <s ordered to assht the Sec: e'ary of tlie 
B mrd in the efficient disposal of the Board’s functions. In appreciation of 
■the work done by him and the assistan ‘e rendered by him to tlie Secr-taiy, 
the Durbar were pleased t.* grant a suitable reward to Pandit. Brij I’ayal. 

The Durbar always take interest in all matters effecting the Local 
Board and extend their full sympathy and support towards its ideals. 

Thanks are also due to Dewan Bahadur Munshi naushan Lai Sahib 
B. A; , Judicial and Financial Member and Secretary t’onncil, Bharatpur, 
whostendered valuable assistance to the Board in all its various iunctions.

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ani t^i 3 parlo'l covara l by Hits report is tlierefora from lst!biovember 1920 
till 3lst October 1921. 

The State is dindeJ into t'.vo Revenoe C'rcl'.^^ e.acb under the charge 
of a Deputy Collect *!’ There are lO Telis'l' and 1 >ub-l ehsil. Kiich of 
the Rev^eaae G.rcles contain 5 i’ehsils, the Sub-Tehsilof Uchain falling in 
the Uharitpur i.,’irde. 

The charge of rhe Bharatpur Circle continued to remain with Pandit 
Hari Shankar Davey, an otheial on lent services from the Government of 
India. Revenue and Vgrlcalture Depirtiu^nt. The charge of the Dig Circle 
was-held by Balm Hari Chaud, as Deputy Collector. 

Ger-eral . — The Ye'U’ under roport was the 20th of the term of the 
current Land Revenue Settlement for tlie Bhu-atpar Circle and 21st for 
the Dig Circle. 

The Land was originally asse.'ssed for a period of 20 year^t, which term 
has hem extended by u years by the order of thj Darbar dated the 1st 
October 1919. 

The total Land Revenue Demand fixed at the last Settlement amounts 
to Rs. 2 ,d8,()3.'l, which is an increase of Rs. 2,28,272 over tlie old demand 
The final demand was reachei after pr ogress. ve enhancements in the 
year 180O-190G. 

'I'he ass''ssment was moderate and the demand is realiz*’d in full in 
normal years but it is not sj in the years in which on account of deficient 
rains the crops fail and there is a wide-spread distress amongst the 
agriculturists. 

However during the last decade the gradual rise in the prices of food 
grains has given go'>d opportunities to theZamhidars for earning handsome 
profits after paying the State assessments, which have been received with 
ease and at punctual periods. 

Daring unfavounble years liberal concassions are granted to 
agriculturists- Ziimludar.s and Cultivators-in the shape of remiss’ons and 
su-ptnsions of liiinl Revenue <lemaniis. Tac:.avi advanc3.s are mad-* to them 
on a large scale and fodder in large quautides is supplie i to them, at a 
cheap credit for the maintenance and upkeep of their plough c.altle etc. 
The Statu thus meets the pending ap^*r^heasio^s of its cultivators and 
Zamindars in time when on account of unlavourable conditions their 
resources are weakened. 

Generally the distress in yeai's of deficient ralnWl is much keenly 
felt in the nort'u'rn part of the State i. c. in the Dig Circle where irriga- 
tion lirgely depends on tli ’ water of the Rapand River, the supply of 
which has lieeii h<dd by the AUvav Durbar, as a I’f'sult of which, therefore, 
the laud has greatly dct'-riorats.l siuc? the list Settlement. The Bhnrat- 
piir Circlo has a number of Bunds and Channels and the drought, if any, 
is not keen, 

31. Chops,— Two main crop.? are annually, harvested, the Khariff in 
October and November and llabi in March and April. 
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The Agricultural year comtnencf’s with the harvesting of Khariff 
Crop in N’ovemb^'r. This crop depends ni'on the rain Bill received during 
the months of the previous year i. e. Julj’’, August and September. For 
the Kha iff Crop of ihe year umler r»-port th'*. early Monsoon month oE-the 
previous year gave goo 1 rains and favourable jirospeds were entertained. 
Sowings on an excellent scale were taken up in hand in time but die 
mouths of August and September gave little lains and thus the st>nd!ng 
crops began to decay on account of draught, which also effected the 
ploughing and sowings of the following Kabi. 

Further the want of sufficient rains in the winter months, greatly 
marred tfie standing liabi Crops. The produce fed much below theaverage. 

The Rainfall from 1st April 1920 till March 1921 was l'.)-92 Inches 
only. This wts below the average wiiioh is about 2 I Inches for the whole 
State, of which at le^st 21 Inches ought to fall in July, Augtist and Sep- 
tember to miki both the Cnpi prosfierous. The Ilainfdl luring the montli 
of July, August, September 192J, w^ls at an average of 1157 le nearly 
hilt the aui luut actu-illy neediJ aaJ therefore effictid bo h the Crops of 
the year 1977. 

The signs of scarcity were apparent on the failure of the monsoon 
rains and the distiees was keenly felt. 

A great portion of Mar mi lands that form a considerable part the 
cultivated area have liad to be Ft alone. Sairabi and C'lahi tncts were 
cultivated but on account of scanty rainfall wsre not successful at large 

Uuder these c rcumstauces the j'ear under report was of scarcity nn- 
lijje the year 1976 which was a prosperous one.

The tetiil area cultivated iu both ihe crops was 13,87,770 Bigh'as as 
against 2-, 20, 60S ifighas of the previous 'ear and the total successful area 
was 9,27,686 us against 19,29,980 idghas of the previous year 

There was a falling off in the area under heads Sairabi and Barani 
cultivation while there was an increase of 28,60ii bighas under head Chahi. 

As a rule the area under Chahi generally increases in a year of scanty 
rains, bee .use the chief raoin-stay of the cultivators in such a year is the 
water of wells which they generally use for purposes of irrigatiou of their 
fields. 

Many new kachcha temporary wells are dug for which the State ad- 
vt^nces money by way of Taccavi. 

The Rabi Crops are of a superior kind to that of the Khaviff Crop, the 
former consisting of wheat, gram, barlej' and zb a that geuenillj'’ grow on 
lands irrigated l)y wells, while the latter crops consist of Jowar arid Bajfa 
etc. that grow on Barani lands. 

Consequently the Khirlff crops depend directly oh rains while the 
I Rabi partly on rains and partly on artificial sources of water supply

The balance amountins to Rs. 3,12.035 was held suspen led as arrears 
and a sum of Us. 2,7.13 was written olT as a res'di of the scarcity. Cesses 
were nearly realized in full uhile out of an arrear of Rs. L*,2 *,072 a sum 
of Rs. 5.3b0 only was realized. The comparatively low coHecti' ns are due 
to the unfavourable conditions of the crops. No coercive measures were, 
however, adopted; liberal snspensims were allowed to the Agriculturists 
and they were financed with Taccavi advances. 

13. Eahiff'll Siatistics . — The condition of the two crops Khariff and 
Rabi described above which were harvested during the year under report, 
was determined by the rainfall received from April 1920 till .March 1921. 

The sowings and condh.ion of the 2 following crops for the Sambat 
year 197S were dependent on the monsoon of the year 1921. 

The r-ainfall received from Apiil 1920 till March 1921, was deficient 
being 19.92 inches all over the Slate for ihe 12 inoutbs against a normal 
of 24 Inches.

It formerly consisted of 5 TVoops of 
mules. Under the New Scheme it avus made up of three Mule Troops 
and 1 lluliock Troop. 

31. Chowhurj'a Force. — Uptil May 1921, the Ohowburja Force was 
under the direct supervision of the Manager, Court of 'Wards, Jagir 
Ballabgarh. In June 1921, at the time of H e-organization of the State 
Forces, this Force Avas also reorganized and a separate officer Avas appoint- 
ed as Commandant tliPreof. Since June 1921, till the end of the year, Su- 
bedar Abdul Rahim remained in charge of the Force. 

The total strength of the Force at the close of the year was 81 as

32. B>hiF‘rec — This is an irregnlar Force and furnishes guards 
for certain State buildings at Bliar.itpur, at the Vikalats at Grordhan, 
Muttra and Agra, and at the various Tehsil Headquarters. 

The Force also supplies Guards for some of the City gates, other 
duties done by the Force are noAv performed by other forces on the Military 
organization Scheme. 

In the a ew scheme the strength of the Force Avas also reduced. The 
number on roll at die end of the year under report AVas 238 against 373 of 

the last year. 

The employes of the Baisi Force hold hereditary posts. The Force 
remained under the direct control of Rao Bahadur Dhau Bakhshi

33. Police.— /’eraonng?.—M Naqi Moharaod Khan held charge of 
the Police department up to the 8th November 192(1 on which date h • was 
reverted to tlie '>ntish Government. On his i eversion .Munshi Maqsudul 
Basan, Deputy Superintendent of Police, was appointed as Superintendent. 
The latter remained in charge of the department till the end of the year. 

In July 1921, Pt. Eameshwar Nath Chaudhn was appointed acting 
Deputy Superintendent of Police on probation for six months. 

Strength of Police — During the j’ear under report there has been no 
change in the strength of the Force which remained the same as in the 
preceding year. 

Cost . — The sanctioned budget of the department was Rs. 1,31,403 
out of which a sum of its. 1,24,435 was spent during the year under report 
against hs. 1,17,289 of the preceding year. 

'training & discipline of the Force . — No candidate was sent up for 
Police training at Moradabad during the year. 24 recruits passed through 
the prescribed course of Police Catechism during the year against 16 in the 
preceding year. 

The discipline of the Force remained satisfactory. A sura of Rs. 383 
■was paid as rewards during the yi^ar, Rs. 214 to the State Police Officers 
and men and Rs. 169 to outsiders against tis. 275 and 185 respectively in 
the previous year. 


326 persons were punished departmentally and 20 cases were dealt 
with by Courts. 

Cognizable Crime . — The number of cases reported to the Police was ■ 
1,257 against 1,184 in the previou-’ year- The increase of 73 cases is due 
to high r.ates of fo 'd grains that prevailed during the year. The number 
of cases reported directed to Alagistrates u as 58.

79.2 per cent last year and 80.0 per cent in Samb-rit 1975 Of 985 cases 
investigated 406 were CDiivicted, showing a percentage of 41.2 against 42.2 
of the last year. 40 cases were expunged against 42 of the preceding year, 
30 cases remained under disposR at the close of the year. 

Arrests ^ Convictions . — OF 8'-)7 persons arrested during the year, 
convictions were secured against 6-55 or 73.0 per cent against 07.4 per cent 
in the preceding j^ear, showing an increase of 5.6 per cent, which is 
satisfactory.

— The health 6f prisoners fcontinued to be satis- 
factory, with the exception that 43 deaths occurred Irora Influenza and 
Pneumonia in the months of December 1920 and January 1921. The total 
number of prisoners admitted as Indoor patients was 351 against 92 in the 
previous year, the daily average being 18 o6 against 13‘33 last year. The 
number of prisoners admitted as out-door patients was 5,308 against OjlOS 
last year, the daily average being 28*39 against 35* 1 7 of the last year. 

Esca'pe. — One prisoner escaped from the extramural gang working at 
tlie Shri Jaswaut Show and Fair grounds, but he was recaptured soon after 
in the adjoining jungle. 

Jail Gulden . — Vegetables to the extent of 1^ maunds were supplied ' 
daily for the pris 5ners from the Jail gard-ns throughout the year. The 
surplus produce of vegetables sold at the market rate fetched an inc me of 
Rs. 30-9-0 against Rs. 100 of the last yeai’. The decrease is due chiefly, to 
the failure of the lemon crop. The total expenditure on the garden amount- 
ed to Rs 248 against Rs. 13.5, the form .r including the cost of a new pair 
of bullocks purchased and its maintenance charges. The cultivation of 
Rain'jjas phut was extended in and outside the garden oh a large scale.

Personnel of the Administration. — Mimsni Jugal Behari Lai M A.

Number of Institutions and Schools. — The number of State Schools 
throughout the year remained 123 the same as it was last year. No new 
School was started or closed during the year. 

There are 63 unaided private Schools, 62 for boys and one for girls, 
thus the grand total of all kinds of Schools comes upto 186 as against 161 
of the last year. The number of Scholars receiving education in the S>ate 
and unaided Schools stands at 5803 as against 5735 of the last year. 
The increase in the number of pupils is mostly due to the opening of 
private schools. 

The percentage of male scholars to male population of school going 
age was 13.99 as against 11.86 of the last year. In the case of girls it is 
,98 as against. ,91 of the last year. There being 1338 villages including 
towns in the State, one school serves nearly 7 villages as it served on an 
average of 9 villages last year. The higher average being due to the increase 
in private institutions. 

Income and Exvenditure. — A sum of Rs. 90,018 was provided in the 
educational budget as against 85,386 of the last year. Out of this the to- 
tal expenditure direct and indirect amounted to Rs. 61.258 during the year 
under report. The income derived from the school fees amounted to^ Rs.

English 'Education — There are two Anglo-Vernacular Schools main- 
tained by the State, — the Sadar Bigh School at Bharatpur and the Anglo- 
Vernacular School at Deeg.

A Statement regarding the case work done by the Department will be 
found in the appendices. 

58. Toshekhana. — The Toshekhana Department is in charge of 
the jewelry ornaments, dresses and other valuables of the State. Former- 
ly the Department used to make gold and silver articles, ivory and sandal 
wood Chauries etc. but since the commencement of the year under report 
the Avorkshop attached to the Department has been abolished. 

The Zardo/, Goldsmiths and other artisans etc. haA'e been transfer- 
red to the Karkhanu Department. 

Under orders from His Highness the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur, Baha- 
dur Jung, gold and siHer Jhuls, Howdas and Horse-ornaments etc. were 
sent to the Karkhuna Depurtmonl and to the Iv. S. 0. B. Lancers, 

The Dep.artraent remained under the charge of Pandit Pearey Lai as 
Muntzim till 1st August ll)2l, when he was retired on pension 

Captain Bakhshi Bam Swarup Singh was appointed in his place as 
Officer Toshekhana but died pn 30th September 1921. Since then, 
arrangements for filling up the post arc pending. The Assistant is dis- 
charging the necessary duties. 

.59. Kothi Khas Department — Major Ghamaudi Singh remained 
in charge of the Department and Pandit Rumji L.il continued as Assistant 
Officer during the year under report. 

Ihe Department has the folioAving functions; — 

1. It looks after the furnishing of the Darbar Hall, State Houses 

and BungaloAvs. 

2. It supcTA'ises the Camp furniture. Tents etc. 



■3. It looks after tlie Chobdars, Farrasbes, Cooks, Kabars, 
Kbidmatgavs etc. ' ' ‘ 


4. It arranges for the entertainment of European guests, 

5. It supplies all the State Departments Avitb furniture and other 

connected articles and keeps for sale and disposal the pro- 
ducts of the Bbaratpur State Jail Factory. 

6. The Jiirated Water Factory of the State has been transferred 

from the Public WorKs Department and has been placed 
under the Kotbi Kbas during the year under report. 


60. Kothar Department. — The Kotbar is a Supply Department 
and also arranges for the entertainment of Indian guests. It continued to 
remain under the charge of Chaubey Gopinatb up tiU the 28tb FTovember 
1920 on which date be was transferred to Muttra Vikalat and charge of the 
Kotbar was held by undermentioned Officers:—

Kotbar issued grain and other provisions of daily consumption to luanai 
Kbas and State Stables only. Since the commencement of the year under 
report, free rations have been granted to all the State Forces, This work 
has also been entrusted to this Department. 

The prices being high and fluctuating, purchases were not made in 
bulk but the provisions continued to be supplied by a local contractor on 


Bazar rates. 

During the year under report the total expenditure amounted to 
Rs. 4,54,930 and the figures of receipts were Rs. 11 573. 

61 Gaokhana.— Chaudbri Bakbtawar Singh continued to bold 
charge ' of the Gaokhana during the year under report. The Department 
looks after State cattle, milch cows, buffaloes, raths and carts. 


The State Dairy is also managed by it. 

62 Vikalats — The State maintainB four Vikalats at Abu, Jaipur, 
A<-ra aiid lilutlra. Pandit Fateh Singh continued to represent the Bharat- 
nS Darbar at the court of Vakils at Mount Abu, wliich is presided over by 
Hon’ble the Agent to the Governor General in Bajputana, and Cliaubey 
Bansidbar as thr State Vakil at the Pancbayat (’ourt at Jaipur, Pandit 
Janki Ballabb continued to be the State Vaffil at Agra. Munsbi Babu Pra- 
<; d was State Vakil at Mutti-a upto November 1920. when be was trans- 
r red to the post of Additional Magistmte, Bbarntpur, and' was succeeded 
h Chaubey Gopi KatH, Kothar Officei*. The Vakils at Agi-a and Muttra 
aftei- the Stale properly at Biesc two places. In Agra the State 
^^^s^esses besides residential Kothis known as the Hariparbat, the old 
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Kfindhari and the hew Kandhari, 250 highas o£ land, o£ which the annual 
rental Is 1,400. The Ex-Maharaja Sahib of Bharatpur has come from 
Deoli and is now residing in the Kandhari Kothi at Agra, since June 1921. 

The total income of the Vikalat Agra during the year under report 
amounted to Rs, 2,519-14-0 and the total expenditure to Us. 4,103-2-10. 

The State holds Zemindari rights in some villages in Muttra and 
Goverdhan, including Pauigaou. The total income of the "iGkalat at 
Muttra during tlie year under report amounted to Rs. 15,028-8-9 and the 
tola! expenditure to Rs. .14,797-1-11. 

63. State Band. — The State Band continued to be under the expert 
guidance and control of [Mr. W.A. Gaitcly, State Band Master. It main- 
tains the same high pitch of reputation us it has so credittthly earned in 
and outside the State. 

The Stale Band consists of one State Band i\Iaslcr, one Assistant Band 
Master, four Sergeants, 4 Corporals, S Lance Corporals, 34 Bandsmen, 16 
Reornits, 10 Young hands, 1 Cleric, 1 Mistri, and S FoUower.s. 

The String Band, Cavalry Band, Ghudehada Bagpipe Band and K.S.O. 
Brijendra Lancers Heralds and Trumpeters also continued to work under 
the guidance of the State Band Master. The String Band has made a 
considerable progress and is highly appreciated by all guests, visitors etc. 
The String Baud is also allowed to play at ]n'ivato engagement's. This 
has been done vdth a view to afford more relief to the Bandsmen in these 
days of general rise in prices. 

During the year under report three Bandsmen were retired on pension, 
one Avas dismissed and one died. 

The total earnings of the Stale Band by private engagements, during 
the year under report, amounted to Ws. 2, .327 as against Rs. 5,933 of the 
preceding year. The total expenditure was Rs. 22,276 as against 
Rs. 15,772 of the iireccding year. 

The State Band maintains a Band Fund which i.s meant for the occa* 
sional support of the widows and orphans of the Band employes. A (xn- 
tain number of young haud.s and followers is also paid out of the BandFund, 

64. Ganga Mandir and Jama Masjid.— These two religious 
buildings are being constructed from the contribution made by the State 
employes and tlie generous hel]) giA'cn by the Slate in the shape of supjffy. 
ing stone at cost price i.c., fi-eo of snpeiwision and profit charges. 

The .I;imu Masjid has nearly been completed. 

Tlie Ganga ^Mandir being of elaborate nucl artistic carving is progressing 
very slowly .and requires a good dejd of time and mouoy’to briilg it 
to completion. 

66. Shikargah.-— Colonel Dhau Bakhshi Girdhar Singh, Military 
.Mcmher, StaU; Council. Bharatpur. continued to he in charge of the 
department. . 
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. Duriug tlie, year under .report 12 shoots ^vere arranged in all, ric.,' 
2 Duck shoots, 3 Tiger shoots, 3 Pantlier shoots and 4 pig shoots. Pig- 
sticking -n’as arranged 7 times. , . 

The number of animals and birds at the commencement of the year 
■\vas 465, .while it was 819 at the close of the year. 

The .total expenditure during the year under report amounted to 
Es. I8j232 against Ks. 1 1,927 of the pi’eceding year. The total receipts 
of the year were Es. 8,937 against Es. 5,473 of the preceding year. The 
excess in expenditure is due to high prices and dear labour and to increase 
in the number of animals and birds. The large increase in the figures of 
receipts is due to better arrangements made for sale of the various kinds 
of produce in the Ghana and to better realization of grazing fees. 

66. Hitkarni Sabha.— The Executive Committee of the Sahha 
consisted as last year of 3 Members with a Secretary Pandit Lalita Prasad 
Avho has a good knowledge of Sanskrit and is a lectui'er. 

The Sabha’s functions were controlled by Eao Bahadur Dhaii B.akhshi 
Eaghubir Singh, Eevenue and Palace Member of the Bharatpnr State 
Council. He -u'orked as President of the Sabha throughout the year 
under report-. 

There were 69 marriages and 94 obsequies among the Rajput Thakurs 
as against 127 and 110 of the last year These were performed according 
to the 'I’egulations of .the Sabha excepting in the case of former where in 5 
marriages and in tlie case of the latter where in one obsequej’-, there was a 
breach of the Sabha’s rules for which due enquh'ies were instituted 

A local Meeting of the Rajput Thakurs was held in the Council Hall 
during .the year under report. It was attended by the Members of the 
Executive Committee and the Tehsildars of various Tehsils. The chair 
•R'as held by Eao Bahadur Dhau Bakhshi Eaghubir '-'^ihgh, evenue and 
Palace Member of Council, All important matters pending decision were 
excellently' disposed of. 

The Hitkarni Sabha formed Committees of Barber, Jats, Agrawals 
and Dhimars in the various Tehsils and in the Bharatpur City started 
Committees of Dhakar Jadon Malis and Rajkumars who generally caU 
thenisel-ves as Kumawat Rajputs. 

An attempt is further being made to impress on other castes also, the 
usefulness of.starting Sabhas, for .themselves, and thus guiding their social 
fniictionssaccording to rules. 

The Sabha has successfully worked in its various ideals and it is a 
l^roul! of its being a useful and popular institution that the various castes 
assist the Sahha and co-operate with it in its functions. 

The Local Hitkarni Sabha in all important matters places before it the 
Eegulations of the Central Sabha for the sake of guidance. 

His Highness the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur, Bahadur Jang, has also 
extonded his full sympathy and assistance in all matters concerning the 
■thorqugh -working of the Sabha. 
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67. Census Operations. — The preliminary enumeration wad 
commenced in the month o£ January and was completed on the iSth Feb- 
ruary 1921. 

For the purposes of the Final Census Enumeration the following 
divisions for purposes of Census Operations wej-e made in the State: — 

(1) 12 Charges — Each under the charge of a Charge Superintendent. 

The Tehsildars performed this work. 

(2) 283 Circles — ^In the vaiious charges each circle being under the 

^ , charge of a Supervisor. 

(3) 3320 Enumeration Blochs — In the various circles each block 

being tinder the charge of an enu- 
merator. 


On an average each block contained nearly 35 houses, each circle 417 
and each charge 9851. 

Thus through an easy and progressive method of Centralization, the 
work of enumeration was made very eas3' and capable of being accomplish- 
ed accurately. 


The Final Census was taken on the night of the 18th March 1921, 
the same night on which Census w'as taken throughout British India. 
The enumeration was done from 7 P.M. till 12 P.M. 

The 1st Provisional total was received at 3-30 A.M. on the same night . 
and totals from all charges were received by 9*12 A.M. next day, when 
telegi’aphic intimation was given to the Superintendent Census Operations 
Rajputana 'and Aimer-Merwara, from -whom an intimation was received 
that Bliai'atpnr Avas 1st in Rajpntana States in sending its Census Totals;

The charges of Pahari and Rupbas stood 1st and 2nd respectively in 
the matter of sending accurate totals aud AA'ere UAvarded certificates accordingly. 


The f rovisional totals were correct in a great measure and needed but 
few rectifications. The Census of the Mihtary Units Avas taken under 
special arrangements made before-hand bj' the Military Member and no 
difficulties Avere experienced. 

A total of 4,96,437 souls was recorded at this Censns. The population

The Bharatpur City recorded 33,495 souls; This figure shows a dec- 
rease of 423 souls when compared with the Census of 1911 and of 10,106 
souls when compared with 1901. 

'I'he following results arrived at by the recent Census will also appear 
interesting: — 

('!) In the City of Bharatpur there have been recorded 738 females 
against every 1,000 males and in the muffiisil 810 females 
against 1,0C0. 

(2) Average Birth-rate for the last 10 years is 27'0 per thousand 

and death rate is 31*5. 

(3) Total births and deaths for the last 10 years are as below: — 

Births 1,49,313. 

Deaths 1,76,410. 

Increase in death-rate is due to certain epidemics during the 
decade. During the Influenza epidemic in 1918, 1,46,219, 
deaths were recorded. 

(4) In every 1,000, 38 souls have been recorded as literate and 2 

as literate in English. 

(5) From 1901-1920, 2,598 persons were converted into Chris- 

tianity and 155 into Arya Samajists. 

Slip Copying Stage : — Was commenced in the month of April 1921, at 
the head Census Ofiice tln-ough Patwaris and including wastage 5,03,500, 
slips were used. 

After Slip-copying the work of sorting on Wage system was unda-- 
taken and was finished by the 13th August 1921. Compilation was carried 
on side by side with it and was finished by 29th October 1921. Nearly all 
the Tables had been sent to the Head Census Office. 

Out of a budget provisions of Es 11,084 a sum of Rs. 7,807-14-6, was 
spent during tlie year under report. 

The Local Census Superintendent toured in the various Tehsils of the 
State and inspected 250 villages. 

The Provincial Censizs Superintendent in his various inspections has 
expressed satisfaction with the State Census Work. 

Jiis Highness the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur, Bahadur Jung, has helped 
the Census functions greatly. 

68. Diwanan Daftar. — The Department continued to remain 
uudei* the charge, of Chaubey Hari Shanker B. A., accountant (xeneral* 
The Department keeps in custody important documentars' papers of the 
State and disposes of references concerning such matters. 

The important record is being properly arranged with extra staff 
under the direct supervision of the Accountant General. 

69. Palace. — The Sambat Year opened with a crowning rejoicing 
when on the 23rd DGceml>er 1920, the 2nd Maharaj Rumar Sahib was Ixjrn 
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to His Highness the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur, Bahadur Jang. On account 
of the Christmas week the Festivities were doubled and rejoicings ,werfi h.eld 
in various ways by conducting Mahafils, sports, feasts, etc,, in which a great 
number of Indian and Em’opean guests took part. 

His Imperial Majesty the King Emperor conferred the Hony. ^nk 
of Major and later on that of Lt. Col. On His Highness the Maharaja Sahib 
Bahadur, Bahadur Jang. 

The health of the members of the Ruling family was good. 

j The Department remained under the control of Rao Bahadur Dhau 
Bakhshi Raghubir Singh, Revenue and Palace ]\[ember of the Bharatpur
